This assistance combined with an- 
other provision of the law enacted 
in 1921, which provides that the 
state pay S200 a year for each 
school permanently closed, has ac- 
celerated the movement. With the 
awakened interest in better schools 
for the rural districts and an ap- 
preciation of the fact that the one- 
teacher school does not fully meet 
the needs of the child today, to- 
gether with improved roads and 
better ' automobiles, 
consolidation 


has moved forward with increasing 
intensity. Doctor Rule said. 


Latest figures show that these 


schools are at present attended by 
approximately 125.000 pupils. 60,000 
of whom are transported from their 
homes to the central schools: In re- 
gard to size there is great variation.

The French embargo on apples 


grown in the United States will not 
cause a serious loss to growers in 
Adams county, Arthur E Rice, of 
Biglerville. said today. 


"There are plenty of Adams coun- 


ty apples shipped to France." Mr. 
Rice said, "but the embargo applies 
only to apples grown in sections 
where the San Jose scale is preva- 
lent. We have very little scale in 
Adams county, and our apples may 
be exempt from the embargo.;,' 


According to Mr. Rice, he has 


shipped as high as 60 carloads of 
apples to France, although last year 
he exported only ten carloads to 
that country. 


"We in Adams county are more 


concerned about the 10 per cent 
tariff 
England has imposed on 


American grown apples." according 
to Mr. Rice. "We ship more apples 
to that country than any other, and 
a 10 per cent tax on each bushel of 
apples would work a hardship." 


Mr. Rice said the French embargo 


resulted from the fact that last year 
almost every grade of American ap- 
ples was shipped to France, resulting 
in much inferior fruit going to that 
country. 
England, Germany and 


South American countries permitted 
only No. 1 apples to be imported last 
year, he said, and that fruit which 
could not be shipped to those coun- 
tries went to France, along with 
some first class apples.

PEACH CROP IS 
HURT BY STORM 


Growers Hopeful Of Good 


Harvest If 10 Per Gent 


Of Buds Are Saved. 


Some concern for Adams county's 


peach crop as a result of last Sun- 
day's blizzard and the 
freezing 


temperatures which have prevailed 
since is expressed by leading grow- 
ers. 


That some of the early peach buds 


were killed'by the moisture and the 
subsequent drop in temperature is 
a certainty, Oscar C. Rice and Ar- 
thur E.' Rice, both of Biglerville, 
said-today. 


But the growers pointed out that 


if only ten per cent of the buds sur- 
vive, the county is assured a good 
crop of peaches. Considerable .thin- 
ning out of the buds is done each 
year, either naturally or by the 
orchardists. 


The extent of the damage done to 


embryo buds this week will not be 
determined until warmer weather 
sets in and the buds are examined. 


The greatest danger ahead for 


peaches would be another warm 
spell, followed by a period of se- 
vere cold, the growers pointed out. 
Warm weather now, will force the 
buds more than any time hereto- 
fore. 


The blizzard did not affect apples 


inasmuch as the buds are not as far 
advanced as the peach buds.

Rome 
(AP) — Mussolini's gran- 


aries are nearly empty and Italy is 
shopping for something like 75,000- 
000 bushels of wheat on world mar- 
kets. 


Price- is the chief consideration 


this year; quality is secondary. 
Only enough wheat will be bought 
to run untiTthe new Italian crop 
comes in and then again the bars 
will be put up against foreign 
breadstuffs. 


"Wheat here sells for $1.65 a 


bushel, roughly three times the price 
in the Americas. 
Freight adds 


something but the big difference 
comes in the Italian import duty of 
85 cents a' bushel, more than the 
cost of the wheat where it is grown. 


Bread and spaghetti for 40,000,- 


000 people here take about 300,- 
000,000 bushels annually or seven 
and one-half bushels for each per- 
son. 
Of this Italy grows about 


three-fourths. 


Mussolini Boosts Production 


The '$1.65 a bushel price is sup- 


ported because the Italian farmer 
says he can't make a living without 
heavy tariff protection. For years 
Mussolini has sought to increase 
wheat growing so his country could 
make its own bread. His encourage- 
ment has sent up the average pro- 
duction per acre 40 per cent in 
five ^years. 


Italian buying of wheat abroad 


has been held up because of several 
reasons. 


Primarily, 
because 
the Italian 


farmer needs money from his crops 
quickly, the government kept out 
foreign wheat by limiting millers to 
5 per cent of foreign .wheat lasb fall. 
Secnod, the government wished to 
reduce imports drastically to pre- 
vent money from going abroad and 
endangering the lira. 


Government Revenue Cut 


This made Italy more solid on 


the gold standard but also reduced 
government revenue by $20,000,000 
in the'last half year ^through re- 
duce'd receipts from duty on wheat 
imports. 
Wheat duties 
recently 


have brought in 6 per cent of the 
state's annual revenue. 


Much wheat has been brought 


from South America in the past but 
Italian importers this year think it 
ikely more than ever will be 
boughtv there because of the price, 
Darticularly in Argentina.

romantic road from Buchanan Val- 
ley, is only great in its approaches. 
The country round Wenksville is 
called Broad Valley. Here, in May, 
1879, the only manufacturing indus- 
try, the Schlosser steam saw-mill, 
was destroyed by fire. 


The mail loute between York 


Springs and Wenksville, via Idaville, 
was established in March, 1868. 
Wenks post office was established in 
May, 1868, with William S Cart, 
postmaster.

The Lutheran and Methodist Un- 


ion church at Wenksville was dedi- 
cated December 25, 1872. by the 
Revs. Clark and Dixon, Methodist 
Episcopal ministers, and M. Snyder 
and J. F. Probst, Lutheran minis- 
ters. The building cost $1,600. 


The Lutheran society of Wenks- 


ville was organized March 5. 1836, 
at Pisel's schoolhouse 
(afterward 


known as Wenks' school, near the 
site of the present brick union 
building), with thirty-one mem- 
bers.
